But he promised,

a radio 


broadcast: "We will learn our les- 
son from the lost battle." He blam- 
ed defeat on the lush years since 
the world war victory when "our 
sense of enjoyment predominated 
over our sense of sacrifice." 
Petain disclosed that the begin- 


ning of the 'Battle of France" the 
nation had but 2,780,000 troops, or 
600,000 less than after three years 
of bloody fighting In the World 
rar. 
In contrafst with 85 British di- 
vllsons In May of 1918, he added, 
there were but ten In May of 1940. 


Then he compared the 58 Italian 


world war divlisons on the side 
of France and the 42 from the 
United States with the present: It- 
aly an enemy, America a neutral. 


French planes in the battle of 
France were outnumbered by the 
enemy, one to six, he declared. 


The hero of Verdun concluded: 
'I was with you in your days of 
glory and I am and will remain 
with you In your days of sadness." 


He explained why he had asked 


for peace. 
"I took this decision,", the old 


marshal of the world war declared 
In a radio broadcast to the nation, 
"because the 
military 
situation 


failed (to justify) our hopes based 
on the line of the Somme and the 
Aisne." 


'Gereral (Maximo) Weygand re- 


grouped our armies. 
His name 


alone was a presage of victory." 


However, the line gave way and 


enemy pressure forced our troops 
to retreat.

.army along a line through Lyon, 
St. Didier and 
Clermont-Ferrand, 


which would bring the Germans to 
the edge of Savoy. 
Italy s air power was flung today 


Into operations over a vast zone in 
the Mediterranean and far down 
the eastern coast of Africa as Ste- 
fai, 
official Italian news agency, 


declared that by Saturday at the 
latest, there will be no more fight- 
ing between the axis powers and 
battered France. 


French plenipotentiaries already 
have meet the Germans, said Ste- 
fanl, and are en route back to 
Bordeaux, presumably with harsh 
Nazi termi for peace in their 
hands.

SCIENTISTS DISCOVER HEART 


IS POWERHOUSE OF NEGATIVE 
/ ELECTRICITY; BRAIN POSITIVE

SEATTLE, June 20.—A discovery 
that the heart Is a powerhouse of 
negative electricity was announced 


the American Association for 
e Advancement of Science here 


today. 


The discovery was Interpreted by 


Us authors as a new explanation 
of the workings of metabolism, 
which,Is the energy production of 
living tissues. 


The negative electricity discov- 


ery was repotted jointly by Dr. 
George Crllc, surgeon, Dr. Otto 
Glusaer, physicist, and Daniel P. 
Quiring, anatomist, of Cleveland. 


They 
measured 
the 
electrical 
charge on the red corpuscles of 
the blood. This charge, they said, 
is a negative electrical potential, 
averaging In animals four thous- 
andths of a volt. Their experiments 
showed that the red corpuscles take 
on the charge as a result of the 
heart beat. 


They doubled 
the 
voltage 
to 
eight thousandths, merely by speed 
ing up the heart beat with adrena- 


lin. By many other means, some 
mechanical, they slowed or speed- 
ed the heart. Always there was a 
rise or fall of electrical potential of 
the red cells within the heart rate. 


Dr. Grlle said this explains for 


the first time why all the body Is 
electrically 
negative, 
while 
the 


brain and nervous system are elec- 
trically 
positive. The 
negatively 


charged rep corpuscles, three tril- 
lion In number, travel through 62,- 
000 miles of capillaries and in so 
doing transfer some of 4helr nega- 
tive charge to the tlsues. 
The 
brain 
and 
nerve 
tissues 


meanwhile remain positive because 
they take up oxygen at a more 
rapid rate than any other body tis- 
sues. 


The result, said Dr. Crile, Is a 


difference of potential, or electrical 
tension, between the brain 
and 
nerves on one side and the tissues 
on the other. 


Speeding the heart, as In work, 
raises the potential so that the 
system can almost instantly do 
more work. The potential drops 
with illness and fatigue, and disap- 
peared with death.

DEFIANT SENATE APPROVED TAX 


LEGISLATION AFTER INCLUDING 


CONNALLY WAR PROFITS SECTION

WASHINGTON, Juno 20.—(/P)—A 


defiant senate Ignored administra- 
tion picas for a non-controversial 
revenue bill last night and ap- 
proved defense tax legislation only 
after voting stringent levies on 
those who would profit from war. 


Tho chamber agreed to tho low- 
er Income tux exemptions and most 
of tho excise tax boosts which the 
bouse passed In an effort lo raise 
an extra $1,007,000,000 a year. Then 
the senate added: 
1. An immediate excess profits 


tax on all corporations to produce 
between $400,000,000 and $500,000,- 
000 annually. 
2. War profits taxes which Sen- 
ator Connally (D-Toxas), thu spon- 
sor, estimated would ralso about 
$8,000,000,000 a year from individu- 
als and possibly a like amount from 
corporations. Tho levy would go 
Into effect only upon a congres- 
sional declaration of war. 
"This amendment," Connally said 


"milks the old cow down to thu 
point of exhaustion, but It doesn't 
quite put her out of business."

Texan's Invention 
Electric Machine Gun 


To Be Given Tests 


DALLAS, June 20.— (IP) — A flash- 


legs electric machine gun may be- 
come available to the United States 
army. 
A Pittsburgh manufacturing com- 


pany (Westinfrhouse) 
will study 


the weapon and attempt to perfect 
It. The gun is the Invention of Vir- 
gil Rlgsby of Hull, Texas. 


Still in tho experimental stage, 


the gun has a muzzle velocity of 
400 feet a second. Experts say it 
must spit out its bullets at 3,000 
feet a second to be effective. 


Rigsby snld the war department 


had promised to test the gun if a 
worklnu model of higher power can 
bo made. 


B. D. Atwoll, engineer for the 


Pittsburgh firm's plant here, said 
the principle of the gun is sound 
but "it will take a much higher 
muzzle velocity to make a war 
weapon of the gun." 


Atwell said 
.44 caliber bullets 


fired from the inventor's model had 
the force of pellets from an air 
rifle. 


Magnetic colls jerk the bullets 


through the gun barrel. The coils 
may be operated from batteries or 
from a power line. 


Concealed troops with electric 


machine guns could silently mow 
down enemy troops, who would 
find It difficult to spot the machine
